Associated Press is now in a position 
to reveal substantially the suggestion 
of President Roosevelt 
for breaking 
the existing deadlock 
in the peace 
negotiations and rescuing the confer­ 
ence from failure. 
His solution would 
ingeniously permit the satisfaction of 
the Japanese demands for reimburse­ 
ment for the cost of the war and at 
the same time enable Russia to face 
the w’orld with 
the declaration that 
she had not ceded a foot of territory 
nor paid a kopeck of war tribute to 
the victor. 
The solution is the one 
which has heretofore been described 
in the Associated Press dispatches as 
the natural and 
logical compromise. 
Tersely stated, it consists in an agree­ 
ment by Russia to repurchase posses­ 
sion of either all or half of the island 
of Sakhalin now in the m ilitary occu­ 
pation 
of 
Japan,

post as American ambassador to Mex­ 
ico, to take effect Oct. 18 next, and 
President Roosevelt has accepted the 
resignation.
